The aggregate value of 
these shipments amounted to $39,- 
032,000, against $34,716,000 for the 
period in 1930. The sharpest rise in 
values was made in fresh fruits. 
This division advanced 28 per cent.

JUST ONIONS 


isles is hardly any menu in 
which onions in some form or 
other may not be included. 

Raw onions —sometimes called 
Scallions—make an appetizer liked 
by many, and a little onion is usv- 
ally added to vegetable salads. 
Onion juice or minced onion is usu- 
ally added to every sort of made 
over menu dish or to dishes of 
ground raw meat. Vegetable soup 
and most stock soups have a bit of 
onion flavor and many persons think 
that a little onion fiavor improves 
cream vegetable soups of various 
sorts, 

In using onions in meat dishes, 
croquettes, timbales and the like as 
well as in savory fish dishes many 
persons like the flavor best if the 
onion is fried in butter or drippings 
instead of adding raw. When this 
is done care should be taken that 
the minced onion {s kept from be

EVENING SANDWICHES 


HAT can be more appealing to 
the appetite of a cool night 
than hot, appetizing sandwiches. 
They may be made as dainty as an 
afternoon tea sandwich or as sub- 
Stential as a main dish. 
Mock Crab Sandwich. 

Lo one-half cupful of grated 
cheese add one-fourth cupful of 
creamed butter, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of made mustard, two teaspoon- 
fuis of anchovy paste, a few drops 
of lemon juice and a tablespoonful 
of chopped olives. Spread on 
slices of toasted bread and place in 
the oven until very hot. Garnish 
with pastry and narrow strips of 
canned sweet pimientoes, Serve with 
celery. 

Grilled Sardines. 

Toast in a broiler or in a hot fry- 
ing pan a dozen or more sardines. 
Melt butter in the frying pan, stir 
in a little flour and moisten with 
hot water, then add a bit of vine- 
gar, a dash of mustard, salt and 
pepper, and pour over the sardines; 
Serve on toast, 

Prune Sandwich, Fried. 

Cook prunes after soaking well, 
pour off the sirup, stone, put 
through the food chopper and add 
sugar and cinnamon to taste. Cut 
the crust off of sandwich bread, 
slice thin and spread with the mix- 
ture and cover with another slice. 
Dip the sandwiches in a plain pan- 
cake batter and fry like french 
toast or in deep fat. These make a 
_ delightful breakfast toast. 


Hot Egg Sandwich. 

Cook six eggs in the shell until 
hard, remove the shells and chop 
fine. Add pepper and salt and a 
teaspoonful each of chopped pars- 
ley and capers, a tablespoonful of 
butter, a teaspoonful of cornstarch 
mixed in four tablespoonfuls of 
light cream. Cook until slightly 
thickened. Have ready slices of but- 
tered and toasted bread on hot 
| plates, fill the sandwiches and cover 
| with the eggs and drawn butter or 
cream sauce, Garnish with sprigs 
of parsley. Add half a teaspoonful 
,of curry powder to the creamed 
mixture if desired.

For grated onion it is best to keepa 
grater used for no other purpose. For 
emergency purposes a little onion 
Salt, similar to celery salt, is worth 
having on hand, by way of adding 
flavor to soup, made-over meat or a 
sandwich when there is no time to 
go to the usual pains of extracting 
the juice of an onion. 

Creamed onions are regarded as 
a suitable accompaniment to a fish 
dinner and the menu with roasted 
chicken or turkey is not considered 
complete without creamed or baked 
onion of some sort.

Comparatively unknown a_ few 
years ago, the cashew nut now rivals 
the walnut and pecan in popularity 
and may be hought in almost any 
drug or grocery store.

“nut” is not really a nut, says T. 
Ralph Robinson, of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, but the 
seed of a fleshy fruit borne in clus- 
ters on a large evergreen tropical 
tree.

Owing to, 
the frequent sunshine and dryness 
of the air even the coldest 
temperature is not unduly severe, 
which is contrary to the general 
belief that a Canadian winter 3s 
almost unbearable. As a conse- 
quence Canada’s winter climate 
is regarded as beneficial to 


general health. 


Snowshoeing Still 
Prevails 


Many snowshoe clubs still 
exist throughout the Dominion, 
although the pastime has been 
largely supplanted by — skiing. 
The snowshoe is chiefly used in 
the flat bushy country, where 
the underbrush is thick and 
skiing almost impractical.

The history 
of the pineapple associates it al- 
ways with the tables of the great 
and wealthy. Only in America 
has it become an article of daily 
diet—a delicious delicacy within 
reach of even the most modest 
purse. 


For Every Meal 


There are many pleasant ways 
to use it at every meal, and be- 
tween meals for beverages, can- 
dies and incidental snacks. Here 
is a recipe for pineapple wali. s 
which has been tried and fouy# 
exceptionally good. You know that 
the best pineapple comes from our 
Territory of Hawaii. 


Pineapple Waffles: Beat three 
egg yolks well, and add one and 
one-fourth cups milk. Sift to- 
gether two cups flour, four tea- 
spoons baking powder and one- 
half teaspoon salt, and add to 
above. Next add six tablespoons 
melted butter and two-thirds cup 
drained crushed pineapple. Fold 
in three stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Bake on hot waffle iron at table. 
The electric iron should be pre- 
heated ten minutes before making 
the first waffle. Serve with pine- 
apple sauce and pass cubes of 
plain American cheese. 

Pineapple Sauce: Simmer one 
eup crushed pineapple, one cup 
sugar, and three-fourths cup water 
until syrupy. Add three drops oil 
of peppermint. Cool to lukewarm 
and serve on waffles.* 
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
